working a curious change in the or- 
thogra.phy of American books.

:he ]avv was stopped the invasion of

English books thus fostering 


American authorship, it has had an un- 
expected minor effect in forcing 
the 


British spelling upon us. Until lately 
our books, as well as our newspapers, 
have used the shorter -and better form 
of such -words as labor, honor, armor, 
humor, omitting the ancient "u," while 
n words like civilize, utilize, etc., we 
lave used "ize" instead of the British 
'ise." 
Now, however, all the large 


American publishers have gone back to 
the old-fashioned forms so tenaciously 
cherished by the British. 


The reason is found in the fact that 


American 
books are now invading 


England. 
The Briton no longer 
ob- 


lects to reading an American novel, but 
ie is still firm on one point—it must 
be disguised in the orthography so dear 
to his conservative heart. 
The 
hero 
iiust make love and "ardour" and the 
villain must languish in "gaol." Even 
i. pun-ctured bicycle tire must be 
a 


"tyre." He has no use fnr honor unles^ 
t be spelled with a "u," and he reso- 
utely refuses to smile at humor that 
s not "humour." The result is that In 
order to sell American books in Eng- 
and it is necessary to spell a.ll words 
n the British way. 
At first n. com- 


promise 
was made by ^printing two 


sepai*ate editions, one in the vernacu- 
ar and one in the British language. 
This proved to be too expensive, hence 
t has come to pass that the American 
reader, being the less tenacious in his 
verbal prejudices, mut now take his lit- 
erature in the British form or not at 
all.
